New Use For Wheat 


Light Crop Can Be Made Profitable 


By Feeding To Poultry 
With the present uncertainty which 


| prevails in the wheat market the Do- 


minion Department of Agriculture 
finds that farmers are paying more 
attention to the marketing of grain 
through live stock. Some im- 
portant and interesting results have 
come to light, and not the least in- 
teresting is the experience of an Al- 
berta farmer who had a light crop 
which he could not sell at the eleva- 
tor. He had a flock*of poultry and 
started feeding the wheat to them and 


crops 


marketing it in the form of eggs 
through the local egg pool. When 
the winter was over he figured up 


his costs and found that he had sold 


the wheat thus fed at an average 
price of $5 per bushel. Another west- 
ern farmer with a modest flock of 


150 birds kept his family throughout 
the winter on the income from the 
eggs, and he states that his gross in- 
come for the winter from the flock 
averaged $200 per month.
